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DEDICATION 


Norman  P.  Smith  became  tax  collector  for  the  Town  of  Monroe  in 
1919  and  he  has  served  continuously  in  that  capacity  for  fifty -eight  years. 
Preliminary  investigation  indicates  that  this  is  a  longer  period  of  service 
than  that  of  any  other  individual  in  the  history  of  the  Granite  State  in  this 
position. 

What  an  expression  of  confidence  by  the  voters  of  his  community  that 
year  after  year  they  have  returned  him  to  office!  What  a  willingness  by  the 
individual  to  employ  his  abilities  for  the  public  good  in  a  job  requiring 
both  aptitude  and  tact! 

Only  a  person  of  unquestioned  integrity  could  establish  a  record  such  as 
this,  but  it  is  more  than  a  matter  of  probity  only,  and  of  efficiency  in  dis- 
charging the  responsibilities  of  office.  Too  often  the  connotations  associa- 
tive with  "tax  collector"  apply  to  someone  of  entirely  different  mien  from 
that  of  our  genial  fellow  citizen.  Though  he  has  collected  taxes  from  many 
of  the  grandparents  of  those  now  paying  them,  his  friends  are  legion  and 
one  would  search  diligently  and  we  suspect,  fruitlessly,  to  find  any  who 
think  of  him  otherwise. 

Norman,  the  good  people  of  Monroe  take  this  opportunity  to  thank 
you  publicly  for  your  splendid  service.  We  believe  it  must  be  a  deep  satis- 
faction to  you  to  know  that  after  such  an  unusually  long  period  in  office 
the  esteem  for  you  of  those  you  have  served  grows  with  the  years.

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LIBRARIANS  REPORT 

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  for  the  third  consecutive  year  the  circula- 
tion figures  of  the  Library  have  increased  substantially.  During  1976  our 
circulation  was  9,598,  nearly  doubling  the  total  of  1973. 

During  1976  we  added  815  titles,  including  hard-cover  and  paperbacks. 
There  were  540  adult  fiction,  190  adult  non-fiction,  70  juvenile  fiction,  15 
juvenile  non-fiction  added.  In  addition  we  made  available  1,527  state 
library  books  from  the  Bookmobile  (4  visits),  as  well  as  78  volumes  ob- 
tained from  the  state  library  in  Concord  fulfilling  requests  of  our  bor- 
rowers. 

By  buying  selectively  we  have  been  able  to  offer  our  borrowers  most  of 
the  titles  appearing  on  the  weekly  New  York  Times  Best  Seller  Lists 
throughout  the  year. 

During  last  July  I  attended  a  one  week  course  in  selecting  Children's 
Literature.  It  is  one  of  8  courses  offered  in  Public  Library  Techniques  at 
the  University  of  New  Hampshire  in  Durham.  These  courses  are  required 
and  on  the  completion  of  the  courses  our  Library  will  meet  all  state  re- 
quirements of  the  State  Library  Advisory  Board.  I  found  the  first  course 
most  useful  and  stimulating  and  am  looking  forward  to  taking  the  others. 

In  addition  to  its  normal  function  the  Library  building  is  used  by  the 
Crafts  courses  under  Harriet  Hinman  and  as  a  meeting  place  for  our  chap- 
ter of  TOPS  #NH  76,  Monroe. 

Our  hours  are  Tuesdays  and  Saturdays,  1:30  to  8:00,  closed  on  holi- 
days. We  are  happy  to  welcome  all  of  you  to  borrow  a  book,  a  magazine 
(52  are  available)  or  do  research  from  the  periodicals  which  are  kept  up- 
stairs for  5  years. 

The  Librarian  and  Trustees  welcome  any  suggestions  concerning  addi- 
tional ways  in  which  they  may  be  of  service  to  the  community.

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NORTH  COUNTRY  COUNCIL 

Town  of  Monroe,  N.  H. 

The  Council  provided  general  information  to  the  Planning  Board  on  subdivision 
regulations  and  sewage  systems,  along  with  general  planning  information,  in  1976. 

On  a  regional  level,  North  Country  Council,  Inc.  completed  the  Overall  Economic 
Development  Program,  a  blueprint  for  increasing  the  region's  economic  potential. 
The  Council  assisted  several  communities  in  making  progress  with  the  development  of 
their  Industrial  Parks,  projects  which  will  benefit  residents  of  adjacent  communities. 
With  the  passage  of  the  Local  Public  Works  Act  of  1976,  the  Council  provided  some 
form  of  technical  assistance  to  25  potential  grant  applicants.  A  wood  utilization  proj- 
ect is  investigating  how  forest  products,  the  region's  most  important  natural  resource, 
can  be  used  more  advantageously  to  the  region's  benefit.  Word  was  received  in  late 
1976  that  the  Federal  Highway  Administration  approved  the  Public  Transportation 
Demonstration  project. 

On  a  community  planning  level,  in  addition  to  local  technical  services,  the  Council 
prepared  a  report  entitled  "Model  Subdivision  Regulations"  as  a  guide  for  local  plan- 
ning boards.  A  series  of  four  lectures  on  planning  board  activities  was  sponsored  in 
the  spring;  the  Council  co-sponsored  a  series  of  five  municipal  law  lectures  in  Septem- 
ber and  October.  Both  were  well  attended.  "Guidelines  for  Municipal  Tax  Mapping" 
provides  communities  with  information  on  what  to  look  for  when  preparing  a  tax 
map. 

Planning  News,  the  Council's  quarterly  newsletter,  disseminates  useful  informa- 
tion on  community  planning,  economic  development,  state  legislation,  court  deci- 
sions, and  general  activities  to  interested  persons  in  town.  A  town  resident  can  be 
placed  on  the  mailing  list  by  contacting  the  town's  NCC  representative  or  the  Council 
office  in  Franconia,  N.  H.,  at  823-8108. 

In  helping  communities  with  their  planning,  the  Council  attends  approximately 
200  night  meetings  a  year. 

In  1977,  the  Council  will  continue  to  provide  community  planning  services  to 
member  municipalities.  The  Council  will  complete  work  on  a  Land  Use  Program  and 
Housing  Program  in  1977.  Efforts  to  help  communities  with  economic  development 
will  continue.  The  Council's  Economic  Development  Committee  will  be  investigating 
the  probable  impact  of  the  lessening  of  energy  supplies  for  the  North  Country  and 
how  the  Council  can  assist  through  the  community  and  regional  planning  process. 

The  Council  sincerely  appreciates  and  thanks  the  town  for  its  support  and  partici- 
pation. The  support  and  participation  of  the  town  has  enabled  the  Council  to  provide 
an  impressive  package  of  local  and  regional  services.

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REPORT  OF  DISTRICT  FIRE  CHIEF 
AND  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 

Since  its  beginning  in  1893,  the  State  Forestry  Department  has  recog- 
nized the  fact  that  forest  fire  prevention  and  suppression  is  a  joint  state 
and  town  or  city  responsibility.  Local  authorities  recommend  names  of 
persons  to  the  State  Forester,  who  appoints  one  person  as  town  or  city  fire 
warden  and  several  other  persons  as  town  or  city  deputy  fire  wardens  to  a 
three  year  term. 

The  local  forest  fire  warden  controls  the  kindling  of  all  outside  fires, 
when  the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow,  by  issuing  a  written  permit  for 
kindling  a  fire.  Permits  are  only  issued  at  such  times  and  in  such  places  as 
the  fire  warden  deems  as  safe. 

The  State  Forest  Fire  Service  trains  the  local  forest  fire  organization  in 
modern  forest  fire  prevention  and  suppression  tactics.  The  State  also  pro- 
vides backup  personnel  and  equipment  for  suppression  and  prevention 
activities. 

The  combination  of  State  and  local  forces  has  resulted  in  one  of  the 
smallest  acreage  loss  due  to  forest  fires  in  the  United  States  for  the  past  20 
years.

In  1976,  3,339  patients  were  examined  by  Dr.  Kendall  during  the 
regular  office  hours.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  the  Monroe  School  District. 

I  herewith  submit  my  twelfth  annual  report  to  the  voters  of  the  Monroe 
Consolidated  School  District. 

On  November  29,  1975  President  Ford  signed  into  law  the  Education 
for  All  Handicapped  Children  Act,  P.L.  94-142.  With  the  passage  of  this 
act,  the  role  of  the  federal  government  in  the  education  of  the  handi- 
capped has  significantly  increased,  and  the  responsibilities  of  local  and 
state  education  agencies  has  been  dramatically  altered.  The  law  includes 
provisions  designed  to  ensure  that  all  handicapped  children  have  a  free  and 
appropriate  public  education,  to  ensure  that  all  rights  of  handicapped  chil- 
dren and  their  parents  are  protected,  and  to  assist  state  and  local  education 
agencies  in  providing  this  education. 

Immediately,  several  questions  come  to  the  forefront  as  to: 

Who  is  Handicapped? 

"Handicapped  Children"  means  those  children  evaluated  by  qualified 
professionals  as  being  mentally  retarded,  hard  of  hearing,  deaf,  speech  im- 
paired, visually  handicapped,  seriously  emotionally  disturbed,  orthope- 
dically  impaired,  or  children  with  specific  learning  disabilities.  However, 
within  each  state,  there  is  a  statutory  limit  of  twelve  percent  on  the  num- 
ber of  handicapped  children  identified  and  a  two  percent  limit  on  specific 
disabilities. 

What  is  a  free  appropriate  public  education? 

A  free  appropriate  public  education  refers  to  special  education  and  re- 
lated services  which  (a)  are  provided  at  public  expense  under  public  super- 
vision and  direction  and  without  charge,  (b)  meet  the  standards  of  the 
state  educational  agency,  (c)  include  preschool,  elementary  school,  or 
secondary  school  education,  and  (d)  are  provided  in  conformity  with  an 
individualized  education  program. 

What  is  an  Individualized  Education  Plan  (IEP)? 

The  term  IEP  means  a  written  statement  (program)  for  each  handi- 
capped child  which  includes:  (a)  statement  of  present  levels  of  educational 
performance,  (b)  statement  of  annual  goals,  including  short  term  instruc- 
tional objectives,  (c)  statement  of  specific  educational  services  to  be 
provided,  (d)  statement  regarding  extent  to  which  child  will  be  able  to 
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participate  in  regular  programs,  (e)  projected  date  for  initiation  and  antici- 
pated duration  of  such  services,  and  (f)  appropriate  objective  criteria  and 
evaluation  procedures  for  determining,  at  least  on  an  annual  basis,  whether 
instructional  objectives  are  being  met. 

These  are  but  a  few  questions  that  are  being  posed  relative  to  the  new 
law.  It  should  be  obvious  to  all  concerned  that  with  federal  intervention  in 
the  area  of  handicapped  education  we  can  expect  guidelines  that  will  be 
political  rather  than  educational  in  nature,  and,  generally  we  can  expect 
another  bureaucratic  monster. 

More  importantly,  we  should  not  forget  that  public  education  should 
concern  itself  with  the  entire  spectrum  of  our  society  from  the  very  gifted 
to  the  severely  handicapped.  At  present,  we  seem  to  be  applying  our  ener- 
gies and  resources  to  the  handicapped  and  letting  the  gifted  fend  for  them- 
selves. A  proper  balance  should,  and  must  be  maintained,  in  order  to 
guarantee  that  the  people  who  will  be  providing  leadership  in  our  society 
in  the  future  will  have  the  same  educational  opportunity  as  anyone  else. 

This  report  would  be  very  incomplete  if  mention  were  not  made  of  two 
individuals  who  have  been  very  much  involved  with  the  educational  scene 
in  Monroe.  Our  appreciation  and  gratitude  are  extended  to  Mrs.  Mildred 
Moore  who  recently  retired  and  has  been  an  outstanding  teacher  and  per- 
son in  our  school,  and,  also  our  thanks  to  Mr.  Rodney  Stanton  for  his 
many  years  of  service  on  the  Monroe  School  Board. 

May  I  take  this  opportunity  to  express  my  appreciation  and  thanks  to 
the  Monroe  School  Board  members,  faculty,  and  voters  of  the  district  for 
their  wonderful  support  and  cooperation  during  the  past  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  ASSISTANT 
SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

I  herewith  submit  my  seventh  annual  report  to  the  voters  of  the 
Monroe  School  District. 

As  has  been  our  custom,  the  school  year  was  initiated  by  our  Orienta- 
tion-Workshop held  at  Lin-Wood  High.  This  year  our  activity  included  a 
couple  of  subjects  that  have  been  very  controversial  lately  in  educational 
circles,  namely  sessions  dealing  with  sex  education  and  collective  negotia- 
tions. "Sex  Education:  Who  Should  Teach  It?"  was  presented  by  Mrs. 
Barberee  Van  Valey  from  Warner,  N.H.  The  collective  negotiations  session 
consisted  of  film  presentations,  giving  a  variety  of  viewpoints  regarding 
this  very  timely  subject.  The  conference  was  rounded  out  by  the  following 
presentations: 

Metric  Math— Fernand  Prevost 

Math  Ed.  consultant,  N.H.  State  Dept.  of  Education 
Motivational  Techniques,  Visual  Literacy— Richard  Hight 

English  Instructor,  Woodsville  High  School 
Prescriptive  Teaching— Mrs.  Barbara  Rzepski 

Prescriptive  teacher,  North  County  Education  Services 
Transparency  Making,  Dry  Mounting,  and  Laminating— 
Peter  B.  Richards,  Principal 
Corinth-Topsham,  Vt.  School  District 
Our  Supervisory  Union  Supportive  Services  team  has  been  expanded  to 
include  a  prescriptive  teacher.  It  is  her  job  to  provide  a  written  educational 
plan  for  all  children  with  learning  problems.  Several  of  these  plans  have 
been  written  this  year  for  Monroe  children.  The  testing  work  that  we  have 
done  in  drawing  up  these  plans  plus  the  new  state  and  federal  legislation 
has  made  it  quite  clear  that  our  responsibilities  in  special  education  will  be 
increased  in  the  near  future.  With  this  in  mind,  we  plan  to  add  a  qualified 
special  education  teacher  to  our  staff  next  year.  Our  prescriptive  teacher 
and  our  school  social  worker  will  continue  to  work  throughout  the  Super- 
visory Union  and  will  be  paid  for  by  federal  funds. 

We  have  finished  tabulating  the  Standardized  Achievement  tests  taken 
last  spring  (1976).  I  am  happy  to  report  that  our  pupils  did  quite  well. 
Scores  in  all  subtests  for  grades  1-8  averaged  above  grade  level.  Our  highest 
areas  were  Reading  Comprehension  and  Language  Arts.  From  all  indica- 
tions, our  teachers  are  doing  a  good  job  teaching  the  basic  skills. 

My  appreciation  and  thanks  to  the  School  Board,  the  Staff,  and  the 
voters  of  Monroe  for  their  support.

REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENTS  AND 

ASSISTANT  SUPERINTENDENTS  SALARY 

Section  5,  Chapter  243,  Laws  of  1953  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire 
requires  that  school  district  annual  reports  show  the  total  amount  paid  to 
the  superintendent  and  assistant  superintendent. 

One-half  of  the  supervisory  union  expenses  is  prorated  among  the 
several  school  districts  of  the  union  on  the  basis  of  adjusted  valuation. 
One-half  is  prorated  on  the  basis  of  average  daily  membership  in  the 
schools  for  the  previous  school  year  ending  June  30.  The  Superintendent 
of  Supervisory  Union  #23,  during  the  1976-1977  school  year,  will  receive 
a  salary  of  $24,300.00  made  up  as  follows:  $2,500.00  to  be  paid  by  the 
State  Department  of  Education  and  $21,800.00  prorated  among  the 
several  school  districts.  The  Assistant  Superintendent  will  receive  a  salary 
of  $18,450.00  which  is  made  up  as  follows:  $2,500.00  to  be  paid  by  the 
State  Department  of  Education  and  $15,950.00  prorated  among  the 
several  school  districts.  Allowance  for  travel  within  the  union  for  the 
Superintendent  is  $3,000.00  and  for  the  Assistant  Superintendent, 
$2,000.00  also  prorated  as  stated  above.
